Intelligent and presumably well informed German writer 
confidently predicted that the first serious war in which Great Britain Gia | 
involved would be a signal for Canada, Australia and South Africa to throw | 
off what they termed “the British yoke.” Equally confident were the pre- | 
dictions that India would blaze into revolt, that Irishmen would rebel almost | 
fo a man, and that Egypt would quickly drive the British there into the sea. | 
The loosely constituted British Empire would, they declared, quickly fall to | 
pieces, . 

But the Great War had not really begun before it became manifest to the 
world that the British Empire was one and indivisible, many times stronger 
and more united than any of the empires of old held together by force and 
greal armies Instead of repudiating their allegiance to the British crown, 


Canada and Australia poured out their wealth and their manhood voluntarily 


and enthusiastically in support of their common Empire. The few discon- 
tented ones in South Africa were quickly quelled, and South Africa proceed: | 
ed to render equally valuable aid to the Empire. India provided hundreds | 
of thousands of soldiers and untold wealth, and brought about the downfall | 
of Turkey in Mesopotamia and Palestine. The Irish, as usual, contributed | 
many of the most valiant soldiers in the British armies.

Big Wireless Station 


Russia Building Station that Is Ex. 
pected to be Largest in the 
World 

Soviet Russia will soon have a wire- 
less station capable of trans-Atlantic 
service, says H. Nikolateff, assistant 
commissioner for posts and tele- 
graphs. 

The station {s in progress of erec- 
tion at Bogorodsk, near Moscow, and 
is expected to be one of the most 
powerful in the world. Its towers 
will be more than 900 feet high, which 
is 300 feet higher than the famous 
German wireless station at Nauen. 
The new Russian station will have a 
strength of 500 kilowatts. 

Nikolaieff added that Soviet Rus- 
sia has made great progress in wire- 
less communication {in the last four 
years and cites as evidence of it the 
fact the station at Moscow is able to 
hold telephone conversations with an- 
other at Chita, Siberia, 3,000 miles dis- 
‘tant. Russia now has 88 sending 
stations and 290 receiving stations. 

New wireless stations will be 
erected within the next few months 
}at Tashkent, Kharkox and Novo- 
Nikolaevsk, as well as at the radial 
points of the Siberian water basin 
and along the Arctic Sea _ coast, 
where 9 stations were installed in 
1921,

New Style 
Of Automobile 


Expected to Secure Great Speed 
With Small Engine In New 
Design 

By designing an automobile tn the 
shape of a falling raindrop, Rumpler, 
an aircraft manufacturer in Germany, 
has evolved a model that will make 
high speed with a very small engine, 
The body is stream-iined throughout 
to produce a car with the smallest 
practicable head on resistance to air 
pressure. The raindrop shape was 
chosen because a falling drop of 
water assumes a perfect stream-line 
form in its passage from the clouds 
to the earth, Even the mudguards 
of the car are made flat and straight, 
like an airplane’s wings to reduce re- 
sistance, and the under part of the 
car has a stream-lined bottom of thin 
metal, 

In carrying out his idea the inven- 
tor has made what are said to be 
many improvements in conventional 
design. For example, the motor and 
transmission form a unit that Is 
mounted to swing about the rear 
axle, thus doing away with the pro- 
peller shaft and universal joints, and 
forming a compact power plant. The 
motor fs of small horse-power, with 
{ts six cylinders arranged in pairs. 
It is of the “Y” type, having one pair 
of cylinders vertical in the centre. 

The radiator is behind the motor 
and gives perfect cooling by means of 
afan. The back of the auto resem- 
bles the front of an ordinary car, 
while the front resembles an airship 
car and has a seat for the chauffeur 
in the bow. The chassis is made up 
of a wide frame of pressed steel, 
shaped like a boat, and is closed in 
and stream-lined on the bottom. On 
account of the reduced resistance, 
cars of this type have made 75 miles 
an hour recently in races on a track 
near Berlin.

An effect of the extraordinary 
crops of 1915 was to blind the farm- 
ers to the need of irrigation in the 
semi-arid belt of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan, but four years of scanty 
rainfall has in parts awakened a slo- 
gan, “Irrigation or emigrate.” Now 
that the line or responsibility has 
been drawn between the three parties 
concerned, viz., the Federal and Pro- 
vinclal Governments and the farmers, 
and a way has been found to safely 
finance the projects, irrigation is 
more and more a live issue. 

A striking instance of the value of 
{rrigation in a dry year is furnished 
by the Brooks Experimental Farm, 
where wheat on Irrigated land  pro- 
duced 61 bushels per acre, as against 
15 on dry; oats, 183 compared with 
60; barley, 69 with 4; alfalfa seed, 
8.33 with 0.8 bushels; and potatoes, 
217 with 24.

The advance in price, 
which is world-wide, will benefit farm- 
ers who have not disposed of their 
crops.
